She is of 8,440 tons 
displacement, and carries a heavy arma- 
ment, consisting of two 52-ton guns, four 
9 in. ond eight 6 in. weapons, as wellias 
a large number of amall quick-fring and 
machine guos nad torpcdocs, which sho 
oan fire from six positions. She has tho 
not very great speed of 14.8 knots. The 
Parayat Azova, or ‘Memory of Azofl,’ isa 
steal armourad cruiser of 6,000 tons, with a 
speed of 18.8 knots, She carrics two 8 in. 
and thirteen 6 in. guna, seventeen mall 
quiok-firing and machine guas, and seven 
torpedo tubes. The Djizit is: of 1,456 
tons, built of iron and wood, ia armed with 
three G in. guns, and « dozen smaller 
weapons, and steams thirteen knots.

ARREST OF A FRENCHMAN IN 
HONGEONG, 

Some excitement was caused in the Hong- 
kong Hotel on Saturday night by the ar- 
rest of a Frenchman and & Frenchwoman, 
under instructions from the Acting Consul 
for Fronoe, Mr Bourgeois, While the 
visitors were at dinner, Inspoctor Quincey 
and Sergts, Mclvor and Holt, of tha Da- 
tective Department, accompanied by M. 
Bourgovis, arrived at the Hotel, aod having 
called Mr Tucker, tho Manager, asked him 
to inform a French visitor that he was 
wanted. The position having been ozplain- 
ed to the visitor, he and his female com- 

ion were taken to the Police Station. 
Bn Saturday morning, the Jady was liherat- 
ed on her own recognisances for $500, 

At the Magistracy this morning, Lefora 
Mr H. E, Wodehouse, the prisoners, who 
wera described aa Emile Arton, jewoller, 
end Henrisite Godard alias Suzanne Nery 
alias Honrictte de Donvalle, married 
woman, wero charged with forgery within 
the jurisdiction of the French Republic. 

Inepoctor Quincey spoke to the arrest. 

Henri Bourgeois, Acting Oonsol for 
France, stated—On the 20th October at 
& p.m, I received « telegram from the 
Foreign Office in Paris, Tho telegram was 
in cypher. It inatructed me to place sur- 
veillance upon a lady bearing tha came 
sgiven in the charge. The telegram etated 
that she was acquainted with Emile Arton, 
a man for whom the police have been 
searching for a long time. It alao stated 
that the lady waa expected in Hongkong 
with Emile Arton, and that ehe muat have 
left Saigon on or about 14th October, Te 
pave a description of the lady, It also 
gave uo description of Emile Arton. It 
described him as not tall, rather stout, 
wearing apectacles, blonde complexion, wad- 
dling gait, age about 45, fairish hair, On 
the 20th October, I had seen the first 
defendant at the Vonsulate. The descrip- 
tion appeared to me to resemble the defen- 
dant. I therefore applied for o warrant 


for the arrest of the two prisoners. I 


mity with the law, and the telegram de- 
manded the immediate arrest of both par. 
ties. I went with the police to witness the 
arrest, When arrested the firat defendant 
said that he was not Arton, but that he had 
been previously arrested on account of his 
likeness to Arton. He said that thia arrest 
had taken place in Paris, and that he had 
bean discharged. The second defendant 
admitted that she was the lady named in 
tho telegram, and that her real name was 
Henrictte de Donvelle. The first defen- 
dant stated that his name was Dreux, and 
that he was the son of a sharebrokor in 
Paris. Ho did not give the addrass of the 
sharebrokex, but that was not necessary as 
the shsrebrokers are all well known, As 
proof of his assertion he showed mo o 
military hook with the name of Dreux 
written inside it. The defendant fur- 
ther stated that his age wos 27 and 
not 45. On the Qlet wsteber, in the 
morning, I telegraphed to Paris announcing 
the arrat. At 7a.m. on the 21st, after I 
had sent my telegram, I received a further 
telegram from Furia in consequence of 
which I withdraw tho charge against the 
second defendant. I now ask for her re- 
Jessa. 

‘The second defendaat was accordingly 
discharged.
